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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. In respond to applicant's amendment filed February 26, 2003, claims 2, 3, 8-12 and 14 
have been cancelled, and claim 15 has been added. Claims 1, 4-7, 13, and 15 are pending. 

2. Applicant' s arguments with respect to claims 1 , 4-7, 1 3 , and 1 5 have been considered but 
are moot in view of new ground(s) of rejection. 

Drawing 

3. Formal drawing has been accepted. The different date on the paper was due to different 
stamp date received by different department - April 10, 2000 was received at the Trade Office 
and May 24, 2000 was received within out Tech Center 2800. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 102(b) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1, 4, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being unpatentable over Kaku 
et al. (US 4751695). Kaku et al. '695 discloses an optical pickup apparatus having a supporting 
frame, where light emitting device supported by the frame, a deflector supported by the 
supporting frame to deflect laser light from light emitting device such that a deflection angle is 
adjustable perpendicular to the optical axis becomes narrowest with radial direction of the optical 
recording disk, and lens driver supported by the frame that operable to move an objective lens in 
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a focusing direction and tracking direction of an optical recording disk to converge the laser light 
deflected by the deflector onto the optical recording disk (Figure8: 70-75, 93-96). Since claims 4 
and 15 recite the same or identical elements/limitations it is inherent to use patents ('695) to 
recite the method of manufacturing optical pickup apparatus, product by process. 

With respect to claims 5-7, and 13 Kaku et al. '695 shows the deflection angle of the 
deflector is perpendicular to an aperture of the objective lens and an adjuster for adjusting the 
deflection angle of the deflector and where laser records information on the optical recording 
disk (Figure8: 70-75, 93-96).

Kasai et al. (US 4866687), Okada et al. (US 4837757), Yokota (US 5088075), 
Matsumoto et al. (US005396477A), Yamashita et al. (US006157599A), Shiba et al. (US 
5195070) disclose optical disc drive with inclination angle correction mechanism.
